The agent was attended by Young-Man-

old chief had prepared a number of 
charges against the agent relating to the mis- 
appropriation of money, mal-administration 
ot ihe agency affairs, and attempts to crush 
him (Red Cloud) and destroy his influence. 
At the request of the commissioner they were 
reduced to writing. Agent McMuddy made a 
brief, comprehensive denial of the charges 
and after some general discussion,further pro- 
eecedings were ae a until to-morrow.

DISGUSTED VIRGINIANS. 


Planning to Nullify the Effect of the Decision 
of the Supreme Court. 


Ricuuowxn, April 24.—The abstract of the 
coupon decision of the supreme court gives a 
very clear idea as to the full intent and mean- 
ing of the supreme court regarding the Vir- 
ginia debt. The — Opinions meet 
with the utmost disfavor, and it is. 
manifest from the temper and expression 
of the penece here that they will resort to every 

sible — to defeat the object of the 
ecisions. They will refuse the demands of 
the bondholders to the last. The dissenting 
opinion of the minority of the court, including 
the chief justice, sustaining the non-liability 
of a state meets with the warmest a probation. 
There is asmack of state rights me it that 
accords well with the long cherished views of 
the people of Virginia and thesouth. There 
is nothin as yet defined as to what 
steps will next be taken to 
the tex receivable, self-executing coupon. 
Some suggest thet a moral patriotic pressure 
be brought to bear which will deter every true 
Virginian from paying his taxes in coupons. 
The most feasible plan mentioned isthe recon- 
vening of the legislature tor the purpose of 
calling together a constitutional convention to 
amend the state constitution. in regard to the 
manner of collecting the state’s revenue. 

it is proposed that the collection of all state 
taxes be. abolished, which would effectually 
kill the coupon, these being only receivable 
for all taxes and dues to the state. A system 
ol county taxation is to be substituted for that 
of the state; and each county, after defraying 
its own publie expenses, is to make a donation 
tothe tupportof the state government. It 
would take but a short time to make this 
change and it can be effected withont any 
very serious detriment tothe public business. 
It is not believed that the governor will again 
cell a democratic legislature in extra session, 
but he may be requested to do so by a consti- 
tutional call of two thirds of the members. 

Another proposition looking toward a com. 
promise between the state and her creditors 
comes from Colonel William L. Royall, who.as 
‘counsel has so ably conducted the suits for the 
foreign bondholders. Mr. Royall says he shall 
advise his clients to offer to fund their six per 
cent bonds, amounting to more than $14,000,- 
000, into four per cent bonds, and to strike off 
from the McCulloch bonds, amount- 
ing to more than $8,000,000, the pro- 
visions making them bear four and five per 
cent interest. It isasimple matter of arith- 
metic to show that the present rate of taxation 
will pay this interest and leave a surplus of 
$300,000 or $400,000 per annum. Naturally 
the creditors will object to giving up their 
bonds that bear the tax receivable coupon, be- 
cause this coupon has proved their salvation, 
and naturally the state will object to creating 
a new set of obligations. 

INSTRUCTED NOT TO TAKE BHEM. 

PRTERSEURG, April 24.—E. W. Couch, city 
treasurer, has been instructed by the state 
auditor of public accounts not to receive cou- 
pons in payment for license or taxes, as the 
supreme court has not yet rendered its decis- 
ion in the license cases,and if the party tender- 
ing them feels egrieved, let him apply fora 
mandamus, aridif he does business without 
license to prosecute him for violation of law. 
Mr. Couch was further instructed to refuse 
the coupons if tendered in payment of taxes, 
but not to levy until further instructed. 

FOR THE RIDDLEBURGER BILL OR NOTHING, 

Sraunton, Va., April 24.—The decision of 
the supreme court in the Virginia coupon 
cases, the full effect of which is beginning to 
be realized in the rural districts, has created 
intense feeling. Augusta is the stronghold of 
the so called “debt payers,” yet repudiation is 
ali the talk there now, and the leading demo- 
cratic drgan has announced itself “For the 
Riddleberger biil or nothing.”’ 


MONEY OR MISERY. 


Saivation Army Cranks Hired te Harass the 
Family of a Debtor, 

Scrantoyx, Pa., April 24.—That portion of 
this city known as Providence has been re- 
cently in a ferment caused by the unseemly 
demonstrations of a- blunt old settler named 
Aaron McDonald, who persists in annoying 
the family of W. W. Winton, former president 
of ihe Second National bank, and who owes 
McDonald an old debt of about $8,000. 

A few Sundays ago, during a religious re- 
vival at the church of which the Wintons are 
members, McDonald created a scene by de- 
nouncing Mrs. Winton erg Se pens:# while she 
was extending the. hand of fellowship to some 
new members of the congregation. As soon as 
the seneation subsided McDonald expressed 
regret for it, and it was supposed that the 
matter was ended. 

But another, and even more public demon- 
stration has just lead to McDonald’s arrest, 
and he has been held to bail for his good be- 
havior. For some weeks past the salvation 
army has been working up the Hyde Park 
portion of the city into a religious frenzy. 
About twenty members of the army, in- 
cludingsome five or six females, invaded 
Providence, and as soon a3 McDonald saw 
them he offered them $5 to accompany him to 
the Winton residence and pray and sing for 
the ianibdes. The salvationists would not ac- 
cept $5, but agreed to take $1. Then a motley 
preeeesion, headed by McDonald, marched up 
the bill to the residence of the banker. 

The party stopped in front of the gate, and 
McDonald, assuming command, exclaimed in 
a loud voice: “Now pray for old Winton.” 
The band began to pray as directed, and 
hoped the Lord would convert Winton and 
persuade him to pay back McDonald’s money. 
The Winton family took no notice of all this, 
but presently McDonald called upon them to 
come out and be converted. 

At last Mrs. Winton came out on the porch, 
accom} anied by ber son, and begged that the 
“holy show’ would cease. Thaereupon Mc- 
Donald flew into a rage, denounced the family 
es thieves and threatened dire destruction 
upon them unless they paid him his money. 
It was useless trying to reason with him, and 
his wild vituperation was interspersed with 
some equally wild plsam singing by the salva- 
tion army. A great crowd congregated about 
the place and loitered around there until the 
salvation people dispersed. 

Subsequently McDonald was arrested, and 
his brother Uriah gave bail for his future good 
conduct. McDonald is,wealthy and has suc- 
ceeded in causing ¢. lively sensation, 
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THE TEXAN FLOODS. 


A Terribie State of Wreckage in the Lone 
Star State. 
GatnesviLux, Tex., April 24.—The most dis- 
estrous flood ever known in this yicinity yisi- 
ted Gainesville Wednesday night and contin- 
ued with little abatement througheut Thurs- 
day. The Pecan and Elm creeks, which 
empty into Trinity river, just below the city, 
rose with fesrful rapidity in the darkness of 
the night. About 4o’clock in the morning 2 
number of houses in the bottoms were swept 
away, the occupants fleeing for their lives, 
leaving everything behind. One child was 
drowned, but there is reason to fear a loss of 
several other. lives. From above the town 
three houses passed down the stream, from 
which, above the rush of water, cries of dis- 
tress were plainly heard. The loss of live 
stock inthe vicinity is very serious. The 
carcseses of bosses, cows and ane are pass- 
ing by at frequent intervals. The engine 
house at the waterworks is submerged.

BATTLEFORD RELIEVED 


THE CANADIANS AND RIEL’S MBN 
MEET. 


Colonel Otter Maxes a Forced March Through the 
Wildtrnessand Relieves the Battleford Gar- 
rison—The Story of the Fort Pitt Disas- 
tes—-The Latest Developments. 


Winnerec, April 24.—Another Hudson bay 
warehouse was burned to-night. A scout just 
in says the other party is in camp onthe south 
side of Battle river to-night and will cross to- 
morrow. The scout hes returned to report the 
situation here. Mounted Indians are riding 
excitedly about the hills south of here. Sig- 
nal fires are seen in all directions. The gar- 
rison have been kept under arms all night, 
and the situation is considered critical. Judge 
Roulans’ house has just been fired. 

BATTLEFORD RELIEVED. 

All Winnepeg gave a sigh of relief to-day, 
says the Free Press, when it was announced 
that a portion of Otter’s forces was camped last 
night across Battle -river, near Battleford. 
To-day’s dispatches show that this was the 
advance of the mounted police, under Colonel 
Herchmer, and that Otter’s main «force 
wes only a short distance behind. 
The lopg suspense has told heavily on the gar- 
Tison, and geome of the women have become ill 
with anxiety; Tho. majority of the Battleford 
people had relatives or friends in Winnipeg 
and the knowledge that they had been re- 
leased from danger causes much rejoicing. 


The relieving force has made much 
better time than was ex pected, 
and Colonel Otter has evidently performed 
their work as well as could have been done. 
He was, no doubt, very largely aided by Colo- 
nel Herchmer’s energy. 

<A Battleford. dispatch indicates that last 
night’s burning and raiding by the Indians 
wes due to their knowledge of Herchmer’s 
epproach, they, doubtless, wishing to avail 
themselves of the last opportunity 
for miechief making. When the garrison be- 
came aware of Herchmer’s proximity, a de- 
tachment was sent down tothe Grand crossing 
on Battle river. Shots were exchanged by 
these and the Indians across the river, and it 
is believed some of the Indians were shot. 
After the arrival of Otter’s force to day, 
Colonel Herchmer,with thirty mounted police, 
scoured the valley but could not find anyone. 
The Indians and rebel half-breeds evidently 
fled at the approach of the troops. 

THE FORT PITT FIGAT. 

A special from Battleford gives the follow- 
ing account of the Fort Pitt and Frog Lake af- 
fairs: : 

s*Yester?ay morrisg Fort Pitt Garrison, under 
Inspecter Dickens, arrived, having had a hard trip 
inatcow on the Saskachewan river, and:the par- 
ticulars of the fight which occurred at Pitt, ware 
obtained. On the 13th of April Chief Big Bear aad 
his band ot Indians approached the fort, and send- 
ing a messenger, Ccemanded that the arms and 
ammunition be given him by the police. Iuspec- 
tor Dickens swore that they would never be given. 
The scouts, returning at this time from Frog Lake, 
were passing the fort, and were 
fired upon by the Indians 
who were enraged at the refusalof the police to 
give them thearms. An exciting fight followed, 
Policeman Cowan being killed and Longsby weund- 
ed. TheJatter was hotly pursued by the Indians, 
but reached the fort wijhout further injury. 
While tte Indians were vurstiing him they 
were biought to a stop y the fire 
from the barracks. Four lodians were killed and 
several wounded and the rest driven back. The 
Indians numbercred about 250, but, notwithstand- 
ing their superior num bers, could not stand before 
the steady and well directed fire of the policemen. 
Just before the firlug commenced Face 
tor McLean, of the Hudson Bay 
company had a parly with Big Pear, and told him 
that it was intended to kill only the police, and if 
the civilians would leave the fort they would be 
rafe. Believing the Indians so far outnumbered 
the garrison that they would be able to take the 
fort, and anxious forthe womenand children, 
McLean determined to accept Big Bear’s 
terms. He then left the fort with 
all the civiliars, and there are now with thelu 
diens about thirty of them, of allages, This re 
duced the garrison to twenty-two men, and being 
insufficient to defend the fort for any great length

Before leaving Fort Pitt, the police received 
word from McLean that the Indians had coal oil 
and firearrows prepared, and were ready to fire 
the fortif the police remained. The conduct of 
the police was most gallant in every respect. On 
their arrival here Colonel Morrow sent the police 
band to meet them, and they marched into bar- 
racks amidst the cheers of thewhole population. 
Mrs. Gowanlock and Mrs. Delancy, who were taken 
prisoners by the FrogLake Indians, are reported to

GONE NORTH TO JOIN’ RIEL. 

Sr. Paut, Minn., April 24.—A Fargo, Dak., 
special says: A tourist just returned from the 
national park reports that the Indians in 
Montana are quite uneasy. The emissaries 
from Riel have been among them inciting the 
bucks to go to war against thedominion. One 
hundred and fifty of them crossed the Northern 
Pacific tracks Sunday, bound north, and if the 
trouble continues many warriors of Wyoming, 
Montena and the Black Hills will go north to 
join Riel.

At 4:15 o’clock General Grant took his daily 
valk to Madison avenue, stopping several 


times to shake the hands of little children who 
pressed about him. 

_ At 10 o’cleck Dr. Douglass made an exam. 
ination of General Grant’s throat, and, owing 
to the patient’s condition, concluded to stay 
all night. The general is not feeling well and 
is yery restless. 

FROM THE MEDICAL REOORD. 

The following extracts are taken from ad- 
vance sheets of the Medical Record, of April 
25, on the condition of General Grant: 

The physical condition of General Grant has 
markedly improved during the past week. There 
is DO Buthority forthe statement that his physi- 
cieDsatany time prognosticated speedy death, or 
did hot give the most encouraging reports of the 
patient’s progress. in fact it has been charged that 
the physicians were suppressing all 
reference — to ver symptons. The bulle 
tins which have been issued at the request of th- 
family of General Grant, and in auswer to the in- 
cessant demands of the press, have been sim ply 
bare statements of the exact conditions at the 
time without any theories or comments. The 
met dical staf has always maintained thatthe 
amount of the general's constitutional depression 
was Out of all proportion to the extent of the local 
disease; that the latter would not of itself be the 
cause of death unless by the accidental erosion of 
a latge artery, or possible strangulation from the 
sudden separation of theslough. At one time 
oniy did death seem imminent from general ex- 
hawstion and threatened short failure 
sud but for timely assistance would probably have 
occurred. The general hasnever been in danger 
from choking, and the only hemorrhage which oc- 
curred was of a slight extent and ceased of itself. 
General Grant is now strouger, and his physicians 
are neither dumbfownded nor surprised. It is 
what might haye been expected, and a'l treat- 
ment bas been directed to that end. The 
slough has nearly entirely separated from 
tue throat, and so far a source of immediate dan- 
ger has been removed, but the throat disease 1s 
sti] there, although for the present it is apparent- 
ly quiescent, There is certainly nothing in all 
this to prove any error in diagnosis or prognosis, 
nor bas there been the slightest disagreement in 
regard to the management ofthe case. The mi- 
cLoscopic examination of the specimen removed 
from Generel Grant’s throat has declared the dis- 
case to be epithelioma.”’ 


A NEW ORLBANS TRAGEDY. 


A Wifeand Her Paramour Found Mardered 
in Bed, 

New Orveans, April 24.—A terrible tragedy 
came to light to-day, when three gentlemen 
made their appearence at the office of the chief 
of police, and reported that something mys- 
terious had occurred at 146 Orange street. 
They had gone there for the purpose of seeing 
Mr. Evans, and were informed by the servant 
cijethat Evans was not at home and that the 
heise was locked up, and shecould not go 
into it. The girl did not suspicion any- 
thing wrong, and seemed very 
much surprised when the police 
visited the house. Upon the arrival. of the 
officers the front door was forced open, and 
upon the bed lay two lifeless bodies. They 
were these of Mrs. Amelia Evans, wife of Wm. 
Evens, and Cashier Wengar. In the right 
side of the woman’s head, just above the eye, 
wes an ugly wound from which the brains 
ah ee we and hung out upon the pillow, The 

ullet which caused the death of the man had 
entered his left temple and had passed com- 
pletely through his head. 

, THE HUSBAND STEPS IN, 

While the autopsy on the bodies was being 
‘held Evans, the Sosband of the dead woman, 
walked in. He was dressed in the full uniform 
of Farrell’s lice. As he _ stepped 
over the threshold Captain Rey- 
nolds asked him if the dead 
woman was his wife. Glancing at the dead 
woman, with a shrug of his shoulders, he re- 
plied, “Yes.” 

He wasthen placed under arrest. Evans 
walked to the front room, where he was asked 
by a reporter what he knew of the affair. He 
said in substance that he came home at his 
usual hour in the morning 
from his work of watching 
all night, and went to his wife’s bedroom. He 
there saw her and the man lying on the bed 
dead, just as they were found. He picked his 
child up, a baby nine months old, and walked 
out of tbe room, locking the door and leaving 
the key in the lock. He called the servant, 
Mamie Miller, gave the child to 
her, drank a cup. of coffee, 
and went out. When asked if 
he knew the dead man, he said he believed 
he was Casper Wenger, a grocery clerk. 

The servant girl, being closely questioned 
about the matter, gave such evasive answers 
that her arrest was ordered. 

THE THEORY ADVANCED, 

The theory about the killing is that Evans 
hed had an inkling of his wife’s infidelity, 
csme home this morning earlier than usual, 
and surprised them in bed peaceably asleep. 
Drewing his revolver, he placed it first to 
Wenger’s head, killing him. The shot 
awoke the woman, but before she could move, 
the ball wes seat crashing through her brain, 
or perbeps it was vice versa. Where each head 
was lying was powder burnt, and it could be 
seen by the wounds that the 
weapon had been’ placed against 
eech head, when the fatal shots were fired. 
The woman was shot just above the left eye, 
and the man above the left ear. The revolver 
used was of large caliber. The ball wont 
clear through Wenger’s brain and embedded 
itself in the wall. The body of Mrs, Evans 
was buried this evening vs order of her hus- 
band. Wenger’s body will be buried to-mor- 
row by the Young Mens Christian association. 


DESTRUCTIVE FIRES, 
Framiosgham, 


A Destructive Fiame in 
Massachusetts, 
fourm Framincuam, Mass., April 24.—The 
largest fire in South Framingham since 15535 
oceurred last night, when the large boot fac- 
tory of Bridges & Co., on Waverly street, was 
partially destroyed. The factory was five 
stories high, 300 feet long and forty feet wide, 
divided inte sections’ of 200 and 100 feet, re- 
spectively, by brick walls. The fire was dis- 
covered about 1:30 this morning by the watch- 
man in the packing room, on the third story, 
near the center of the larger section. 
This part of the factory was totally 
de:troyed. The timely arrival of the fire 
engine from Natick only saved the rest of the 
building. The flames next attacked the brick 
store house near by, 100 feet by 50, in which 
about $12,000 worth of leather and 3,000 cases 
of boots were stored. The leather was ail re- 
moved, but the boots were burned. The loss 
on the building, steck, ete., will amount to 
about $200,000.

RELATIONS BROKEN OFF. 


FRANCE WITHDRAWS HER CON- 
SUL FROM EGYPY. 


The Summery Manner in Which France Beeks Re- 
Gress for the Suppression of the Bosphore 
Egy ptien—Does it Foreshadow a Russ 
Sian Alliance—Other News—Btc. 


Parts, April 24.—M. Barrere, consul-genera 
of France to Egpyt, has been instructed by 
his government to suspend all official relations 
with Egypt, and to make a declaration to the 
Egyptian government that France de- 
clines to sanction the Egyptian 
financial convention, and reserves to herself 
com plete liberty of action. 

A telegram from Alexandria to the Exchange 
telegraph company states that the French 
consul general has informed the khedive and 
Nubar Pasha, Egyptian foreign minister, of 
his instructions to suspend official relations 
with the government of Egypt. The same 
telegram also states that the consul general 
hes left Cairo for Alexandria to embark for 
Europe. 

The French consul- general left Cairo to-day. 
This snnouncement was afterwards corrected at 
foreign office where it was explained that the 
premier’s statement was based on translation of 
cipher dispatch tothe government which has 
since been found to have been erroneous. 
Foreign office announces that government 
baye no intormation that Baniere has departed 
frem Cairo. 

; ‘ he breaking off of official relations between 
France and Egypt, ansouncement of which 
rupture was made in Paris to-day in a dis- 
patch from Cairo, was entirely unexpected by 
the people, and the news has created 4 great 
pensation. This actof France is considered 
to be an unmistakable evidence that there is 
an understanding between France and Rus- 
1a. : 

Lord Wolseley will start for Suakim at the 
beginning of next week. 

Diplomatic relations between Egypt and 
France have not been broken. The french 
charge, however, has been instructed to go to 
Alexandria to-morrow morning, and if Egypt 
fails to mekea satisfactory reply, he will 
leave Alexandria at 6 o’clock to-morrow even- 
lng. 
te the event of the final breaking off of dip- 
lomatic relations between the two tountries, 
the interest of France will be confided to the 
Russian consulate. Three French transports, 
with 4,000 trocps on board, which are now in 
the Sucz canal, have been ordered to remain 
there for the present. Theopinion is express- 
ed that France and Russia are concerting 
agsinst England. 

Earl Granville has telegraphed instructions 
to Sir Evelyn Thorn, British minister to 
Egypt, tosupport Nubir Pasha to the utmost 
extremity, in his refusal tomake apologies or 
reparation for the suppression of Le Bosphore 
Egyptien. ‘ 

The Daily News says that there is reason 
to believe that communications between Eng- 
land and France point to a friendly settlement 
of the Bosphore Egyptien affair. . 

A-dispatch to the Times from Cairo says: 
M. Taillandier has broken off official relations 
with Egypt. He at the same time notified the 
government that unless satisfaction was given 
in the Bosphore Egyptien affair, France would 
not present the Egyptian financial convention 
to the chamber of deputies,

ENGLAND’AND RUSSIA. 


The Tension [Between the Two Countries 
Growing’ More Strained, 

Lonpon, April 24.—Military preparations 
continue unabated, aud the reserves are rapid- 
ly mobilizing. The barracks throughout the 
kingdom are preparing quarters for a possible 
call on the militia. The ammunition factories 
belonging to the government, up to the present 
tire, have been unable to supply ail the de- 
mands,but numerous offers have been received 
from private firms capable of efficient work. 

The Standard says: 

The extreme tension in the relations between 
England and Russia continues, but as yet there 
bas been no absolute diplomatic rupture. This is 
the least disturbing form in which the trath can 
be told. The deadlock is not a whtt less serious 
becsuse the day passed without bringing the 
crisis. It is no longer a question of disputed 
frontier. We believe negotiations on 
that subject are for the moment set 
asice. Satisfaction for the Penjdeh incident mo- 
nopolizes the whole regard of ministers and am- 
bassacors. The more it is discussed the more hope: 
lessly remote appears the prospect of an agree- 
ment. Jn demanding satisfaction, England is 
simply telling the mischievous firebrands who 
shelter themselves under the authority of the 
(zar, thatif they persist in the old game, they will 
no longer play it with impunity. 

The Times seys: 

There is no reason why the crisis should not 
suddenly become acute, if Russia is determined 
not toavail herself of England's advances, and the 
maintenance of dipiomatic relations will leed to 
no useful end. The withdrawal of Sir Edward 
Theroton and Baron de Steel will not, of n-cessity, 
lead to a finel rupture, but will, however, accent- 
nete the position and warn the other powers of 
the necersity of bringing immediate pressure to 
bear on Russia, if they wish to avert war, 

WAR 18 SURE TO COME, 

The opinion is gaining ground at Berlin 
{hat war will be declared before the 
end of the month. It is rumored 
that Labanoff, the. Russian ambas- 
eador at Vierna, will succeed DeGiers in the 
event of his resignation, which ap- 
pears to be _ilikely. A  deputa- 
tion of dervishes is soon to be 
sent from -Cabul to the court of Bokhara, and 
to the khan ef Khefer, to find outif.the fact 
thet war between Russia and England will 
have a religious as well as a political charac- 
ter, which will make the independence of 
their faith in doubt. Another deputation of 
Mobemmedans will ask for assistance, and 
urge the Turcomans to seize the chance of 
freeing themselves from the Russian yoke. 

The Armstrong works at Newcastle, having 
received an order from Russia for a large 
quantity of war material, have declined to fill 
it, and have given notice to the British ad- 
miraliy. 

A STATEMENT BY GLADSTONE. 

In the house of commons this afternoon, 
Henry Labourhere and Henry Richard, both 
radicals, asked whether or not the government, 
before deciding to go- to war with Russia, 
would seek the offices of a friendly power to 
obtain a peaceable settlement. : 

Mr. Gladstone replied that never, during the 
present correspondence with Russia, 
or the discussion of the serious 
questions at present before parliament, had 
the governmentesid anything in prejudice ol 
the idea advanced by the questions. As, how- 
ever, every answer made by the government 
to the interrogatories put in the house of com- 
mons was en announcement toithe Russian 
government, Mr. Gladstone said he had de- 
cided that it was neither advisable nor con- 
venient to make declarations through parlia- 
ment to Russia.

THE PFLUGER MURDER. 


Fiark Devine Acquitted After Thirteen 
Hours Waiting. 

SAVANNAH, Ga., April 24.—[Special.]~The jury 
in thecase cf Frank Devine, indicted for the 
murder of Emile Pfluger on the twenty-third of 
March last, after being out thirteen hours, came 
into court at2p. m. and rendered a verdict of 
acquittal. Leyine was discharged from custody 
and left the courthouse in a carriage for home,on 
west Broad street, where his wife, who was ap- 
prised of the result, awaited him.

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balf-crade short-borps, valued at $1 290,000, 
They are mostly breeding catile, and slock- 
reiting is the chief business of Callaway 
ecunty farmers. Six or seven of the adjam- 
ing counties are also infected, and the entire 
state is apprehensive lest the rest of the 
country will quarantine against all Missouri 
cattle. Governor Marmaduke considers the 
situation so grave as almost to demand an 
extra session of the legislature, but he has 
concluded, itis stated, to depend upon pri- 
vate action and the general government, to- 
gether with such aid as the local authorities 
can render. 

It is admitted on al! sides that the only 
way to stamp out the disease is to buy and 
kill all infected animals and all that have 
been in contact with infected animals. No 
cne seriously questions the wisdom of this 
plen, although it is very expensive. No 
other plan can well be made effective. aar- 
antine measures may circumscribe the dis- 
ease, but no treatment short of a want of 
animals to feed upon will exterminate the 
contagion. Commissioner Coleman, of the 
bureau of agriculture, coincides in this view 
ef the matier; andas he has an available 
fund of $50,000 at his disposal, he proposes 
to apply some of it at least in extirpating the 
Giscase in Missouri by paying for slaughter- 
ed animals, The attorney-general and the 
first comptroller of the currency agree in say 
ing the commissioner has power under the act 
of May 29, i884, to slaughter infected ani- 
mals. Of course he can do nothingina 
state without the co-operation of its governor; 
but the governor of Missouri is more than 
ready to co-operate in the work of extirpa- 
ting the disease. Commissioner Coleman is 
now engeged in preparing rules for the guid- 
ance of the inspectors of the bureau of ani- 
mal industry, and he hopes, in concert with 
the state authorities, to drive out the disease 
in avery short time. He certainly wil! if 
his money holds out. 


THE VIRGINIA COUPON TROUBLE. 

The Virginia legislature of -1871 issueda 
lerge lot of coupon bonds, and made the cou- 
pons receiyable for taxes. A subsequent 
ed the tax colicctors to refuse to receive the 
coupons fortaxes. The sct of repudiation 
was known of all men and undisputed, and 
the on)y real question in the Virginia cases 
before the supreme court related toa remedy, 
A holder of the bonds or coupons could not 
sue the state. The state still repudiates both 
bonds and coupons, and no court can compel 
her to pay a dollar towards their direct re- 
demmption. The bond itself, considered apart 
from the coupons, is as worthless to-day as it 
was before the decision was rendered; but 
the court in search of a remedy for the act of 
repudiation, took the position that a tender 
of coupons for taxes was equivalent to a pay- 
ment of the taxes. The bonds are worthless, 
and the coupons are good for taxes—this is 
the status of the case under the recent decis- 
ions. 

It is thought the decisions will not materi- 
ally affect the state of Virginia. The revenue 
of the state is nearly three millionsa year, 
and only one million of the coupons falls 
cueayear. Coupors not due are not, of 
course, a legal tender inthe payment of 
taxes; and no great part of pastedue coupons 
cen welj be paid in, because ninety-eight per 
cent of the tax bills of the state are less than 
the smailes: coupon—less than fifty dollars, 
in other words, The supreme court does not 
ssy the collectors of taxes shall change a 
coupon for the tax-payer, and it follows that 
only two per centof the tax-payers can 
make a good tender in coupons, unless the 
rest are willing to throwin whole coupons, 
and call for no change in return, 

The question is, of course, a graye one in 
Virginia, but the situation is by no means so 
alarming esitatfirst appeared. No doubta 
com promise can be effected, and this is likely 
to be the result of the long struggle over the 
debt issue, if good common sense continucs 
tu prevail in the siate instead of party poli- 
tics run mad. 


THE SQUABS TO THE FRONT. 

The following telegram appears in the pa- 
pers: 

Boston, April 22:—The Boston Advertiser, Bas- 
ten Transcript and Springfield Republican, inde- 
pendent papers, which have heretofore heartily 
supported President Cleveland and approved his 
acts, denounce him forthe appointment of Pills- 
bury and Troup revenue collectors in New Eng- 
land. They declare that the appointments could 
not have been worse, except by the selections of 
convicts, and that the president will lose a vast 
prestige in New England on account of the selec- 
tious. 

There isa warmth about the composition 
of this telegram that is hardiy justified by 
the facts. Certainly the Springfield Repub- 
lican discusses the appointment of Piilsbury 
and Troup in no spirit of denunciation; but 
there seems to be no sort of doubt that the 
independent squabs are arranging to make a 
sort of Bohemian raid on the president for 
appointing democrats to office. There isa 
certain class of independents who affect to 
believe that they voted for President Cleve- 
land because he was an independent, or at 
any rate, because he was better than his 
party. We haye seen a good deal of this 
sort of stuif first and last, and we have come 
to the conclusion that it emanates from men 
who have no practical knowledge of affairs, 
and who have no convictions so far as the 
two parties are concerned.

THE name of Blackstone is as widely known in 
English speaking countries as the name Of Shaks- 
peare.

He began the work comparatively un- 
learned. He gathered information as he proceed- 
ed. It was not his learning that made the book: 
it was the book that made him learned. As years 
passed on -Blackstone’s mind gained little 
in breadth. It took hard work to 
meke bim a_ well-posted lawyer. In 
the house ofcommons he made no reputation, 
but rather injured himself. Having failed asa 
politician he was made a judge. He sat on the 
bench ten years, but did not distinguish himself. 
He was different, cursed with indecision, but a 
stickler for forms anda worshiper of authority. 
The “Commentaries,’’ however, will always keep 
Blackstone’s name-alive. Similar works have 
been attempted, but they have failed to 
equal this incomparable first book 
ofthelaw. In America Blacestone issynonymous 
with law itself. Supreme courts and senates are 
swayed by its authority, and the county justice of 
the peace swears by it. There is nothing more re- 
markable in literature than the history and in- 
fluence of this book.

Mounted Officer West was suspended from 
duty yesterday afternoon by the board of 
police com missioners. 

The board convened yesterday afternoon in 
a called session. The meeting was called for 
the purpose of electing a watchman for the 
Grant park, and the election resulted in favor 
of &.

During the session one of the commissioners 
asked Chief Connolly about a rumor touching 
Mounted Officer West, and the information 

iven the board by the chief caused the adopt- 
ion of a resolution ordering the suspension of 
the officer. It appears from what was brought 
out during the meeting of the board yesterday 
that on the 17th day of last month Officer 
West encountered a negro named 

JOE DUDLEY, WHO WAS WANTED 
for a violation of some ordinance. Dudley was 
near Cummings’s barroom, on Peters street, 
when the officer accosted him. Instead of 
submitting to arrest Dudley ran. The officer 
followed him, and fired at him three times 
before capturing him. Dudley was landed in 
the city prison, and the next day was sent to 
the rockpile. No attention was paid to the 
case at first, 2s no one about police headquar- 
ters knew anything of the pistol shots. 
It appears, however, that © Mr. 
Cummings, near whose saloon the shots were 
fired, felt greatly outraged, and began talking 
about the matter. He even asserted that he 
thought of going before tbe grand jury. As 
soon as this intelligence reached Chief Connol- 
ly he directed Sergeant McWilliams to inves- 
tigate the matter. The sergeant obeyed the 
instructions, and, after learning all he could, 
submiited a written report to the chief.

THROUGH THE TRAP. 


HAMP NETHERS HANGED BY THE 
NECK, 


The Story of*His Crime—The Murder, in Usion, 
South Carolina, of Adolphus Abrams—The 
Hanging of His Murderer—How He 
Met Death — Other Sxecutions. 


Unsion, 8. C., April 24.—[Special.]—The 
first hanging that has occurred in Union for 
over #ix years took place here to-day. The 
grim ceremony was performed privately, less 
than thirty persons being permitted by our 
worthy sheriff to attend the performance. 
Nothing noteworthy happened in connection 
with the hanging. The executioner dis- 
charged his disagreeable duties with skill and 
nerve. The gallows paraphenalia was not un- 


like that used in Yorkville two weeks ago. 
The rope was ofthe customary size and text- 
ure—small and strong. he fall was 
something like four feet. The hanging 
csused no excitement in Union, although 
crowds of negroes came to town. Everybody, 
white and black, felt that the murderer was 
guilty and richly merited his extreme pun- 
ishment. Hamp Nethers was a bad fellow. 
He murdered in cold blood Adolphus Abrams, 
The crime occurred on the 24th of last Janu- 


ary. 

The court of sessions, Judge Cothran pre- 
siding, met here the first Monday in March. 
All other cases on the calendar were 
overshadowed by the case of the state 
vs. Hamp Nethers, indicted for murder. The 
prisoner was arraigned,and pleaded not guilty. 
An admirable jury was empaneled. The fol- 
lowing facts were disclosed: 

_Dr. H. 8. Beatty, sworn: Iam the physi- 
cian who made the post mortem examination 
at the coroner’s inquest over Abram’s body. 
Death was caused by a gunshot wound inflict- 
ed in the back of the head, the bullet passing 
through both lobes of the brain, impinging 
against the inner table of the brain, afd re- 
bounding to the base. This is the ball I 
found, calibre 32. 

James Wallace, colored, sworn: The even- 
ing of the killing Abramscame into my store 
about 7 o’clock, and was soon followed by 
Hamp,the prisoner. Hamp called Abrams 
aside and asked: ‘Did you say so and so to 
my sister Charlotte?” Abrams replied that 
he bad, but had asked and received pardon. 
Iigmp taid she had told him differently, 
whereupon Abrams said she lied. Hamp then 
cursed Abrams, but Iran to the door where 
Hamp was standing with a knifein one hand 
and astick in the other, and told him to 
£0 away. Bill Crawford then 
took him away, As I went back my pistol, 
Which I had been greasing, fired in my 
pocket. Hamp shouted back, “You shot at 
me.’ I replied, ““No, that was me, and it was 
en accidental fire.”” About forty-five minutes 
eiterwards Abrams left the store with Jim 
Beverly, aud immediately I heard a pistol 
fire,ran to the door, and saw Abrams lying 


‘ dead on the snow. 


Will Crawford, colored, sworn: I wasin 
Wallsce’s when Hamp came to the door with 
a hickory stickin his hand and called Dolf 
out, telling him that Charlotte had informed 
him (Hamp) that he(Dolf) had called hera 
brute. Dolf said “It is a lie,’”? and Hamp 
pusbed him back and cursed him. Just then 
I grabbed Hamp and Wallace grabbed Dolt. 
1 carried Hamp acrosas the street, and he said: 
“Let me loose. I'll kill himif he is the last 
nigger.’’ He jerked loose from me aad ran 
towards home. Soon after Dolf started home 
with me with his arnis Jocked in mine. Jim 
Beverly called tous from a short distance: 
“Look cut; there comes Hamp.” Bat Uamp 
was right on us, fired hia pistol and Dolf fell. 
Hamp went off with his pistol in his hand. 

The judge sentenced Nethers to be hanged 
to-day, and the sentence was properly exe- 
cuted. 

The’prisoner manifested no sorrow for his 
crimne, snd although he was attended to the 
last by his spiritual advisers, be professed no 
chenge of heart. Ife seemed to meet his fate 
withbont fear. His neck was broken, aud life 
was pronounced extinct in twenty-ene min- 
utes. 


E, E, Hubbard Executed,

He was arrested on the charge of 
swindling and defrauding through the mails. 
THE ConsTiTuTION yesterday contained an ac- 
count of the arrest of Ross A. Bagley on a 
similar charge. It appears that Bagley and 
Landers were couducting a swindling business 
at Big Creek, a little place in Forsyth county. 
They have been operating this business for two 
or three years,and have succeeded in swindling 
firms in Ohio, Chicago, Boston, Philadelphia, 
New York and in quite a number of other 
places. in fact, they had become 
perfectly familiar with the ‘‘ways that 
were dark and the tricks that 
were vain.”’ They would write well worded 
letters to these firms, telling them they had 
ordered certain goods several weeks previous, 
and express surprise and chagrin because 
their orders had not met with the proper 
attention. They would also add that they had 
enclosed the amount of their order in cash, at 
the same time making another order and in- 
sisting upon its being filied at once. These 
orders were always for small amounts. Tne 
merchants to whom these orders were address- 
ed,not knowing the firm of Bagley & Landers, 
would begin a search of their books for the 
order and money they claimed to have sent 
them. Ofcourse these searches were always 
in vain. However, the orders were for such 
rmall amounts, never >more than $10, that 
these firms would fill them, trusting to the 
honor of Bagley & Landers for their pey- Time 
developed the fact that Bagley anders 
were first-class swindlers. The merchants 
victimized by them sent letters all over the 
country meking enguiries about them. Efforts 
were mode to catch them, and stop their de- 
fraucing gsme. These eforts were successiul, 
end yesterday Landers, the junior member of 
the firm, was brought before Commissioner 
Haight fora hearing. Landers is rather a 
good looking young man, and his conversa- 
tion evinced intelligence and business qualifi- 
cetione.

BASE BALL 
THIRD SERIES OF 
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THE SEWER QUESTION. 


A Taik With Assistant City Engineer Me- 
Daniel on a New Scheme, 


The sewer system is now attracting the at- 
tention of the city council, and will probably 
result in some action. Mr. H. T. McDaniel, 
assistant city engineer, has some interesting 
views on the subject. In conversation with a 
ConsTirvTion man yesterday he said: 

_“Yes, the present mayor and general coun- 
cil have given precedence to the vital question 
of improved sanitation. One step is to ditch 
out the mais branches, so as to prevent stag- 
nant pools, which are very dangerous, as they 
are. Supplemental to this work I have sug- 
gested in some localities to build invert sewers 
or a segment of a circle on some of the 
brenches, which will give rapid transit to filth 
beyond the city limits; two hours at most from 
aLy peintin the city. This mvert sewer sys- 
tem is for outside puints, say on Butler street, 
running north from Harrig street, towards 
Ponce de Leon avenue and beyond, and con 
tem pletes eventually being arched over leisure- 
ly in the course of years to come.” 

‘‘Is there any danger of this brick work ex- 
posed to the weather being disintegrated 
thereby ?’’ 

“We bave brick sidewalks and brick retain- 
ing wails in the city, which conclusively show 
that itis impossible to affect them and the 
water cannot undermine them asthe lowest 
— of sewer is paved, and that is where side 

rains would pour, and the conditions are the 
same as if the whole arch was complete.” 

“Suppose we had money enough to build the 
whole arch over at once, would it beadvisable 
to do 80?” : 

“Not at all, for the reason that it 
would require millions of yards of earth to fill 
the bottom lands over the top of these sewers 
s0 as to drain to the top. To construct the 
whole arch without the filling would cause 
stegnant water to accumulate outside the 
sewer, whereas by the invert it would reach the 
sewer,saving the expense of archingand filling, 
without preventing detached sections which 
property owners desire to fill being done at 
this time. There may be sections arched over 
without requiring the whole to be.” 

‘What will it cost per mile to do this 
work?” 

‘‘Here is a cross section of a contemplated 8 
feet sewer with a semi-circle in the bottom of 
a two feet sewer so as to concentrate the flow 
in dry weather which widens out to an 8 feet 
sewer, end on this form where a larger sewer 
i —— it can be done oviform, like an egg 
standing on its small end, the larger part of 
the sewer being atthe top. $9,000a mile will 
build inverts at present prices, and four miles 
will do for ten years.”

A NEGRO MAN FATALLY WOUNDS 
A WHITE BOY. 


¥ilism Perry, a Negro Man Thirty-Five Years of 
Age, Drives @ Knife Ianto Jimmie Garvey’s 
Side— The Chilé Walks Two Blocks toa 
Drug Store—The Flight and Arrest 
One of the most brutal and uncalled-for 
crimes ever committed in Atlanta was enacted 


yesterdey afternoon on Forsyth gtreet, near 


~ Ruseell & Co.'s machinery house, 


William Perry, a stout, well-built negro, 
thirty-five years of age, stabbed, dangerously 
axd probably fatally, J immie Garvey, a small 

white boy about thirteen years of age. 

The stabbing was the result of a short quar- 
re] between the white boy and the negro. 
Near Ruseell & Co.’s engine house, No. 75 
Forsyth etreet, is a water-plug. The plug is 
ued by the street sprinkler, and the cap on it 
eo Icose that it can be turned easily by anyone. 
This fact was known by several boys who play 
shout the engine house, and who frequently 
urn the cap 60 as to get a drink of water. 
Yesterday afternoon Jimmie Garvey, Willie 
Garvey and several other boys 

were playing along Forsyth 
pireet, About five o’clock the two Garvey 
boys 

; WENT UP TO THE PLUG 
teogeta drink of water. Perry,the negro, was 

fitting in a window in the enginehouse, and as 


Jimmie Garvey began turning the cap, arose 
end told him toget out. The little fellow 
peid no attention to the negro and continued 
to unscrewthe cap. This made Perry quite 
med, and, with an oath, he sprang forward 
aud pushed thechild away from the plug. 
The negro used so much force in pushin 
the boy that he tumbi 
backwerd into the street. Though small and 
scung the boy had spirit enough 

‘ TO RESENT THE INDIGNITY, 

spd as he arose from the dusty street grabbed 
« stick from his brother’s hand and dealt the 
negroa blow. The blow added to the negro’s 
medness, and springing forward he drove a 
knife blade into the child’s left breast. Several 
boys, who were standing by, saw the lick but 
no one bad any idea that the negro had a knife 
‘n his hand until the blood began flow- 
ing down the boy’s breast. The sight 
cf the bleod horrified the spectators. It 
ecsred the boy and the negro. The negro 
wheeled about, and jumping threugh the win- 
dow, disappeared. The blood was 

FLOWING IN A STREAM 
down the child’s breast. He was badly fright- 
ened, but did not lose his presence of mind, 
He threw his hand over the wound and start- 
ed for Schumann’s drug store. Before he had 
igken a dozen Bteps his clothing was covered 
with blood. Jt ran down his breast and his 
legs until his feet were painted red 
withit, buthe kept on moving. As he passed 
up Hunter street he presented a terrible 
picture, and everybody he encountered stop- 
ped awe-siricken, looked at him and 
THEN FOLLOWED AFTER HIM. 

He had buttwo blocka to traverse in order 
to reach the drug store, but before he reached 
it fully fifty persons were following.- None of 
these, however, knew the cause of the boy’s 
wound until after he told it tothe physicians. 

The little fellow walked 
sore and told) Dr. Schumann~.-that. 
had been cut = § a negro. 
The doctor quickly saw that the child 
was badly wounded, and sent out for a physi- 
cian. Drs. Armstrong, Baird, Borcheim and 
Bencon quickly responded. When they reached 
the drug store the 

CHILD WAS LYING ON A BENCH 
Where Dr. Schumann had placed him. Iis 
tace was as pale as could be. His breathing 
wgs dificult, and his general appearance indi- 
alka thet he was badly wounded. The 
physicians were not long in finding the 
wound. It was an ugly stab. It was 
located in the left side just above the heart. 
The blood was still flowing freely from it, and 
the physicians first bent their efforts to 
staunching the flow. They did not deem it 
advisable 
TO PROBE THE WOUND, 
It required quite a while to stop the blood. 
During this time the boy watched the physi- 
cians closely, as though he were trying to 
ascertain their opinion. He asked them if he 
wes seriously hurt, and_ told them 
his version of the difficulty. The 
boy’s father, Jack Garvey, was 
st hishome, No. 94 Mitchell street, whon 
the difficulty occurred. He was sent for and 
remained by his son until he was removed. 
THE CROWD GETS WILD. 

The news of the difficulty traveled rapidly 
and in less than three minutes after the boy 
entered the drug store the sidewalk in front 
was packed with people. The crowd contin- 
ued to increase until the four corners of the 
streets were crowded and the streets them- 
relves were well filled. The drug store doors 
were closed to keep the crowd off and 
the two patrolmen on that beat found it im- 
possible to clear the sidewalk. While the 
physicians were dressing the boy’s wound the 
crowd cutside was dicussing the difficuity.

FINK WON'T SURRENDER. 


THE RECEIVER OF THE FEDERAL 
COURT DECLINES TO YIELD. 


Judge Dorsey Applics to Him for Possession of the 
Road and Major Fink Politely Submits that Hs 
is the Receiver of the Federal Court and 
Cannot Go Back on His Duty, 


Yesterday Judge Dorsey called at the Kim- 
ball house about nine o’clock to make formal 
demand of Major Henry Fink for possession 
of the Georgia division of the East Tennessee, 
Virginia and Georgia railroad. 

As he entered the arcade he met Major 
Fink. 

The two receivers greeted each other very 
pleasantly and Judge Dorsey said: 

“Major, 1 have come to ask that you sur- 
render the possession of the Georgia division 
of the East Tennessee railroad.” 

FINK WON'T GIVE UP. 

Mejor Fink said in reply: 

“Well, judge, lam unable to yield to your 

demands. Iam in possession of this division 
of the railroad, both by appointment of the 
Tenneesee court and by Judge Pardee, of the 
circuit court of Georgia. My instructions are 
to hold the road and to maintain my posses- 
Jon. That I must do.” 
- Major Fink said his refusal was not based 
on any desire to disobey the laws of Georgia, 
but having received his appointment from the 
two courts mentioned, he could not be 
faithiess to his trust and surrender it. 

Judge Dorsey told him he appreciated his 
condition and said: 

“My duty is discharged in making the 
formal demand that I have made.” 

A CONFERENCE HELD. 

Messrs. Dorsey and Fink then went to the 
office of Hopkins & Glenn. Major Fink x 
quested Judge Dorsey to accompany h- 
there. In the office of Hopkins & Glenn ¢ 
informal discussion was held touching 
the probable action in the 
future. Major Fink said to 
Judge Dorsey that, not knowing but what the 
Georgia receiver might attempt to take the 
road, he had put a very heavy force to guard 
it; that if the large force was kept on it would 
prove injurious to the property, and was also 
very expensive and burdensome. 

Judge Dorsey replied that it was not his 
purpose as receiver to cost the company a 
dollar more than could be avoided, and that 
Mejor Fink might understand itonce tor all 
that the Georgia receiver would 

NOT GO THERE AT NIGHT, 
or forcibly take possession of the road or 
attempt to doso. That if it became necessary 
to take possession of the road he would do so 
during the day and would adopt no measures 
of stealth. 

This assurance 
Major Fink and 
He said he knew 
Dorsey said. 

Judge Dorsey will report to Judge Ham- 
mond to-day the result of his 
demand on Major Fink. It 18 
doubtiul what course the matter will then 
take. It may be that Judge Hammond will 
simply advise the counsel for the Georgia re- 
ceiver to ask Judge Pardee to vacate his order 
appointing Major Fink. 

MAJOR FINK DEPARTS. 

Major Fink left for Knoxville yesterday at 
one o’clock. Before going he telegraphed for 
the pay train to come here and pay od, and it 
will be here in a day or two. 

In spite of the fact that Major Fink and 
Judge Dorsey seemed to agree to an armistice, 
the deputy marshals were not withdrawn from 
Superintendent Fry’s office, and last night at 
a late hour twenty or twenty -five of them were 
still holding the fort.

the Cistern Pumped Dry and the Covers 
Only Brought to Light, 

The stolen records are still missing. 

The backs of the seven books were found 
in the cistern, but the books were not there. 

Judge Strong went to the old cistern early 
yesterday morning, anxious to resume the 
search forthe books. He was accompanied 
by Mr. Thomas F. Scully, _proprie- 
tor of the Fulton paper mill. 
Mr. Scully is an expert in handling paper in 
a damp condition, and Judge Strong wanted 
him to remove the books. 

The first thing to be done was to remove the 
water and the bricks. A squad of negro men 
were engaged and the water was bailed out of 
the cistern. When the water was nearly gone 
one of the books was discovered near the north 
side of the cistern. As soon as it came tolight 
Judge Strong clapped hia hands joytully and 
exclaimed: 

“There it is, Scully; there is one of the 
‘books; be careful with it. I could not sleep 
last night, I was so happy over this.”’ 

Mr. Scully looked at the back a little and 
then descended into the cistern. Bzefore going 
down, however, he said: 

‘Yes, there’s the back, but you ain’t going 
to find a book in there.”’ 

When Mr. Seully reached the bot- 
tom of the cistern he picked 
up the back, but there was no book. He 
removed the back to the ground, and while 
the negroes were throwing the brick out, ex- 
amining it. The pasteboard was badly ‘‘done 
for,’’ but inside .the back he found a piece of 
a string. The end of the string was even, 
showing that it had been cut with a knife. 
The string was attached to the book, and after 
examining it awhile Mr. Scully said:
